place there has been a persistent otter w m 
well-informed aim. in London that Mr. 
Philip Snowden intends to remove the 334 
per cent. ad valorem duty on motor Cars im- 
ported into Great Britain. Rumour once more 
may be proved a Iving jade, but there is no 
doubt that the British manufacturers have 
been seriously disturbed. 

All their plans have been made on the as- 
sumption that no Government would dare to 
remove the protection they enjoy, and thus 
throw their industry into a state of chaos. 
But for the import duty the production of 
smal’ and medium-powered cara to sell at 
prices that are within the compass of the 
average salary-earner would have been im- 
possible. The building of these cars has de- 
veloped rapidly within the past four years. 
and has become one of the most important 
branches of the trade. Must it cease? 


Severe Competition. 

Even in the existing conditions the British- 
built light car is faced with severe competi- 
tion. The state of the Continental exchanges 
has hindered the export trade, and America’s 
commercial] methods enables her exporters to 
send cars to Britain at the barest margin of 
profit. It must be remembered that the export 
of motor cars from the United States, great 
as it is in volume, represents only about one 
per cent. of the country’ H production. 

One thing is certain—if the duty is removed 
the smal'-priced British car will virtually dis- 
appear. Its production has been possible 
because there has been a brisk home demand 
and an increasing demand from overseas. The 
home trade has been the backbone of the 
industry, and if it is broken the overseas 
trade, on which a very small margin of profit 
is possible, will cease automatically. The 
demand, no doubt, will continue. but the 
manufacturers will not be able to meet it at 
the price. 


Hard Facts. 

The other factor in the prices question 
has nothing to do with rumour, and every 
thing to do with hard commercial} facts. An 
inusual number of judgments has been regis- 
Sam against companies recently, the. number 
of liquidations has increased ,and receivers 
have taken possession of several establish. 
ments. This shows that some of the smaller | bet 
firms have not been able to bear the “cut to 
the bone”. policy that was introduced 
last autumn. In all probabilitv. there- 
fore, higher prices will be the rule, 
next vear—and if the rumour about Mr. 
Snowden's intentions is correct, the matter 
will bcs placed beyond the realm of proba- 
bility and into that of certainty. 

I bEogorá thereíore, the advice that I have 
civen in this column so frequently—this is 
the time to buy. Do it now. 


Penny Wise. 

More than one owner driver came to: grief 
this Eastertide through sheer carelessness. I 
suppose we must all learn by experience that 
“a stitch, in time saves nine. Those little 
irregularities in the car’s behaviour which 
show the old hand that there is work for 
him to do are ignored by too many folk who 
think that the car is all right so long es it 
will keep in motion. Knocks and squeaks 
should receive immediate attention. If you 
cannot discover their cause and apply the 
remedy you should call in an expert. A few 
shillings will put things right, but if the 
irregularity is ignored then you are inviting 
trouble on the road and, possibly, a big bill 


for repairs.

HE ‘‘aftermath”’ of laundry work can be 
an exceedingly strenuous task, but, on 
the other hand, if adequate modern 
equipment is used, the ironing can be accom- 
plished quickly and easily. The old-fashioned 
“flat” iron is a work maker—its external 
heating requiring many journeys to and from 
the stove and vigorous cleaning before the 
iron is brought into contact with the clean 
clothes. The mode of ironing is far from 
satisfactory, as the iron cools very quickly 
and has to be replaced by another, necessitat- 
ing more cleaning, etc. Moreover, it is im- 
ossible to regulate the heat, and very often 
further time is wasted waiting for a too cool 
iron to become hot; under such circumstances 

ironing is a far from joyful occupation. 

There are, however, many self-heating irons 
to be obtained—charcoal, gas or electrically 
heated—and with one of these it is possible 
to iron continuously without interruption 
caused by the senate i of fetching a hot iron 
from another part of the room. 

The charcoal iron is extremely useful in 
places where gas or electricity are not avail- 
able, 

Charcoal fuel is used for heating the iron, 
and this is set alight and slipped into a com- 
partment in the body of the iron, where it 
continues to glow. 

It takes a little time for the iron to become 
hot, but once heated through it remains so, 
and there is no time wasted in changing 
irons. 

The gas iron is also very convenient, the 
gas being wy an! bu rubber tubing to the 
iron from the su It is, therefore, pos- 
sible to regulate t “ a and to have a warm 
or very hot iron as required by turning the 
tap ón or off. 

fhere electricity is available an electric 
iron is quite a good investment, and once 
used will never be cast aside. 

Its merits are too well known nowadays to 
need enlargement, but a few words on its 


efficient use may not be out of place. 


Once the iron has got hot through 7 wil! 
hold the heat for a considerable ‘length of 
time. The current should, therefore, be dis- 
connected by gently removing the plug from 
the socket or Ne switching off the current. 

The current consumed by an electric iron is 
about thirteen times the amount used by a 
forty-watt lamp. If, therefore, an iron is left 
on for five minutes longer than is necessary 
enough electricity is consumed to burn a lamp 
for sixty-nine minutes. A habit should, there- 
fore, be formed of disconnecting the iron once 
it is really hot. This not only economises in 
current, but also in the life of the heating 
element. 

Because an electric iron may become a 
source of waste by careless use, it does not 
mean that it is an extravagant or se aes 
piece of equipment. Used properly, the cost 
should never exceed three halfpence an ioe 
and with an electric iron a great deal of iron- 
ing can be accomplished in an hour. Apart 
from money economy, there is always time 
and labour economy to be considered, and in 
these electrical ironing has been proved an 
asset, 

The housewife who likes Jaundry work done 
at home can best ensure good results by pro- 
viding modern equipment of this kind. 

If you want to iron clothes as soon as pos- 
sible after drying, sprinkle them with hot 
water instead of cold. Roll them up as tightly 
as possible, and in about ten minutes they 
will be ready to iron. If the hot water is put 
into a honey jar, and the lid pierced with 
holes, the sprinkling is done quickly and 
evenly. 

Irons that have got rough or rusty should 
be rubbed on a board on which a paste made 
of powdered bath-brick and paraffin has been 
spread. 

Rub backwards and forwards on this till 
the irons are nice and smooth. Then wash in 
hot soapsuds, pour boiling water over and 
thoroughly dry them, If still rough, rub with 
fine emery paper.

FOR A PICNIC, 

Sandwiches must be dainty, and have 
rarious fillings. The bread used should 
be @ day old, and cut thinly. Melt or 
cream the butter for spreading, and mir 
with it a little made mustard; this helps 
to season the sandwiches. 

When using cold ham, chicken or bee/, 
it can be put through the mincer and 
MS “s before spreading on the bread. 

Cold haricot beans are tasty mashed 
finely, and seasoned with lemon juice. 

Hard-boiled egge—Pound the yolks, 
add one tablespoonful of breadcrumbs, 
one teaspoonful curry, one ounce butter, 
salt, pepper and vinegar.

Everything indicates tat, with the end 
ef the Easter holiday, discussion of the 
reparations report and Anglo-French rela- 
tions will become lively again. 

The optimism of a week ago is less 
bright to-day. Mr. Macdonald’s speech 
and the authoritative statement here have 
shown that the views of London and Paris 
on points regarded in France as funda- 
mental aredefinitely opposed, and the word 
“deadlock ’’ is beginning to be heard, 

The British Prime Minister believes that 
a present threat of sanctions would not 
encourage Germany to pay, but would 
produce resentment and unwillingness. 
The French declare that it is impossible 
to trust Germany, and fear that, when 
her financial crisis has been solved, she 
will again break her word, unless she 
knows that she will immediately. incur 
penalties already agreed upon by the 
Allies. 

{ believe it is this view that is expressed 
by M. Poincaré in a Note now in the 
hands of M. Barthou, the French delegate 
on the Reparations Commission. It is 
anticipated that that body will now pro- 
ceed to prepare a plan embodying the 
recommendations of the report, which are 
not reserved to the Governments. 

As any sugess of such a plan is ex- 
pressly made dependent on the arrange- 


ments to be made in the Ruhr, it is clear» 


however, that they will not get far, if they 
begin at all, without previous agreement 
between the Governments chiefiy con- 
cerned. 

Negotiations are being continued, not 
only between London and Paris, but 
between Rome and Brussels, and a good 
deal may depend on these latter. 
~ In the meantime the cry here is that, 
without new Allied sanctions, there can 
be no withdrawal from the Ruhr, It is 
not unanimous. 

One writer cudgels Mr. Macdonald for 
what he calls his ‘imbecile optimism,”’ 
and another declares that the work of the 
experts hangs on England’s espousal of 
the French point of view. 

But it is notable that the Temps thinks 
it will be unwise to press for sanctions 
in view of the strong British feeling against 
them. It says that the Commission must 
strive to discover a means of giving the 
German population itself an interest in 
seeing that the experts’ plan is carried 
out. 

With the question of sanctions that of 
the French debt to England is bracketed 
to-day as “fundamental.” 

M. de Bainville recalls that Washington 


has refused to see what Germany’s debt: 


to France has to do with the repayment 
by France of money borrowed from the 
United States. But he says, nevertheless. 
that France cannot release Germany from 
any part of her debt unless she is released 
herself, and that any French Government 
which negotiated the two would incur grave 
responsibility. 

A fresh pronouncement on the subject 
— London would certainly be welcomed

DEATHS OF DUSE & 
MARIE CORELLT. 


Two remarkable women passed awa ‘ 
terday—Miss Marie Corelli, the novella’, aa 
Eiconora Duse, the great Italian tragedienne. 

iss Corelli, who had been unwell for some 
weeks, succu to a heart attack in her 
sleep at 8 a.m. at her home in Stratford-on- 
Avon. She was 60 years of age. 
: Eleonora Duse, ike an , died at. Pitts- 
burg from pneumonia, following an attack of 
influenza. e had spent the winter on the 
Pacific Coast after a brief appearance in New 
York following her retirement. 

The body of Signora Duse will be taken to 
Italy on the steamer Duilio, which leaves New 
York on May ist. Twenty members of her 
company are sailing by the same vessel... 

MISS MARIE CORELLL 

To the younger generation of novel readers, 

the news of the passing of Miss Marie Corelli 
means less than to those who knew her in the 
hey-day of her fame, when the publication of 
a new work from her pen was eagerly anti- 
cipated. . 
Of late years her great popularity had 
waned considerably. Like Shaw, she attacked 
the abuses of society, with the difference that 
she spelt hers with a large S. Like Shaw, 
she protested against publicity, and for many 
years would not permit even the publication 
of her photograph. 

She told little of her private life. Of her 
parentage she gave out that she was of 
mingled Italian and Scottish extraction, and 
denied the rumours that she was one of a 
sarge family of English children, At an 
early age she was adopted by the celebrated 
song writer Charles Mackay, who undertook 
her educatiog until the age of 17, when she 
was sent to #convent abroad. 

It was intended that she should study 
music seriously, but, although a highly skilled 

lanist, literature made a stronger appeal to 

er. Some sonnets on Shakespeare which ap- 
peared in 7'Ae T'heatre were her first ab 
lished work. 

Then in 1886 she submitted to a publisher 
her first novel : ‘* A Romance of Two Worlds.” 
The readers were unanimous for its rejection,but 
Mr. Bentley, the publisher, was interested in 
their comments, and, having read the book 
himself, he decided to acceptgit. Its success 
was instantaneous, though the critics did not 
take to it kindly. ‘‘ Vendetta ” followed in 
1886, ** Thelma “ in 1887. Other novels which 
won fame for her were: ‘‘ The Sorrows of 
Satan ” (1895), “ The Mighty Atom’’ (1896), 
“The Master Christian ” (1900), and ‘‘ Holy 
Orders ” (1908). Her latest. novel (published 
in 1921) was “ The Secret Power.”’ 

Every one of these writings aroused a 
storm of comment. Critics disliked her 
literary style and clerics 
themes, but her public remained loyal. 

Queen Victoria, King Edward (as Prince of 
Wales), Mr. Gladstone, Lord Salisbury, and 
Lord Tennyson, all paid tribute to her in the 
heyday of ie fame. Queen Victoria sent her 
a telegram to the effect that the Queen de- 
sired to have all Miss Corelli's books. Mr. 
Gladstone called to her because, he said, “I 
was curious to see for myself the personality 
of a young woman who could write so 
courageously and well, and in whose work 1 
recognised a power for working for good and 
eminently calculated to sway the thoughts of 
“the people.” 
Her life was one of protest. Her novels 
were directed at tearing aside the veil from 
evils which she hated and wanted to redress; 
her articles directed against beliefs or actions 
that she thought were wrong. 

A Conservative in outlook, she attacked 
society; a deeply religious woman, she at- 
tacked the Church; an upholder of the middle 
classes, she laid bare the hard lot of the poor. 

Though she devoted her life to protest, she 
never linked herself to causes, and was a 
bitter antagonist of the women’s movement. 
The secret of her popularity, no doubt, lay in 
her remarkable command of coloured language, 
coupled with a vivid imagination and power 
of lurid description. 

A touching incident, that sums up her 
whole attitude to the Moderns, is her death- 
bed protest that the time she died should be 
‘given as '' God's time,” and not summer 
time, with which she disagreed. 

' "ELEONORE DUSE. 

There seemed to- be nothing of the theatre 
in Duse’s acting. Even her make-up, what 
there was of it, was different from the make- 
up of ordinary actresses. But as a matter of 
fact her technique was extraordinary. 

She was, one might say, bred in the theatre. 
For, being the child of strolling players, she 


only four years old, and continued to plav 
with her parents. At 20 she made a dis- 
tinct success, and three years later was en- 
gaged by Cesare Rossi as his leading lady. 

hen she first went to London, 51 years 
ago, after her triumph in New York, she*Lad 
become a perfect instrument for the expression 
of thought and feeling, Her Mirandola, in 
Goldini’s “ La Locandiera,’’ remains vivid to 
this day. 

Strangely enough, Mirandola’s conquest of 
the Cavaliere, a bearish woman-hater, called 
for powers of comedy, and one does 1ot 
associate comedy with Duse. Perhaps, that 
particular part remains in one’s mind because 
the actress presented a woman different from 
herself. It was in a sense a character part. 

In other charcters she was always Eleonora 
Duse, with, perhaps, the exception of Magda 
in “Heimat.” You see Duse as Magda 
slowly breaking into a blush when Magda 
meets her old lover after sag | years, and 
the reality of their past comes home to her ; 
you see Duse as Silvia in “La Gioconda”’ 
sinking to her knees in agony because she 
has lost her beautiful hands, and cannot hold 
the flowers her child offers her; ycu see Duse 
as Nora in “ The Doll’s House,” or as Mrs. 
Alving in “ Ghosts,” or as the peasant mother 
in “‘ Cosi Sia.” 

In the moving pictures of one’s imagination, 
the Duse of “ Hedda Gabler,’’ * Francesca Da 
Rimini,’’ and “ The Second Mrs. Tanquteray ”’ 
is always Duse. 

To be able to express so many different 
states of mind demanded rare technique, for 
all the thoughs and feelings she conveyed 
through the medium of herself could not pos- 
sibly be the thoughts and feelings of one 
woman. Imagination was her inspiring force, 
and all her physical self was plastic as a 
medium of expression; voice (and. what a 
beautiful voice it was); eyes; hands—every- 
thing. 

Acting such as Duse’s made the theatre 
seem worth while. She. gave us something 
bigger than the dramatists had conceived ; 
she re-created their ideas through the rich- 
ness. the tenderness, the ‘ideality, and the 
sensitiveness of her own temperament,

‘An extraordinary general meeting of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce will be held 
on the 30th inst., when the Council will 
submit the following resolution for 
approval :— 

That this meeting expresses its emphatic 
disapproval of the principle of the Govern- 
ment’s proposal, as outlined in the Railways 
Bill, 1924, to create a railway monopoly 

’ within the Free State; declines to believe 
that the proposed monopoly would lead to 
more efficient services or rate reductions; 
is of opinion that nationalisation upon an 
extravagant basis would inevitably follow 
the enactment of the present bill; records 
its opinion that the bill constitutes a grave 
menace to trade and commerce; and in- 
structs the Council of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to use every possible means to secure 
postponement of the consideration of the 
whole matter until the boundary question 
has been settled. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, held on the 17th inst., 
the following resolution was . unanimously 
adopted :— 

“That this Council protests in the strongest 
possible manner against the wholly un-

ESCAPED ASYLUM INMATE 


DIES IN HOSPITAL. 


Miss Staunton, aged 30, a patient at 
Farnham Private Asylum, near Finglas, Co. 
Dublin, who escaped from the institution on 
Sunday night, has died at the Meath Hospital, 
Dublin, whither she was hurried early yes- 
terday morning, suffering from serious 
injuries. 

How she came by her injuries has not yet 
been established. Yesterday morning she was 
found lying unconscious on the Midland Great 
Western Railway line on the Dublin side 
of Ashtown Station, her head being fractured 
and her right leg badly injured. She was 
discovered by Mr. J. Rock, the station-master 
at Ashtown, who promptly summoned the am-

When it is said that, the day was fine, it 
has been indicated to all who know the ways 
of Dublin folk how the Easter Bank Holiday 
was spent, The air was not so clear nor 
the sunshine so constant as on the lovely 
days of the week-end; and the breeze, having 
turned from. its easterly crispness to a Wes- 
terly warmth, had less of the spring flavour. 
Over the city itself the sky was rather grey 
for much of the day, but the more open dis- 
tricts outside the boundary were favoured 
with many hours of genial sunshine.

Still, there were the thousands who were 
independent of any fixture, and oi yg only 
some means of getting away from their 
ordinary surroundings. The favourite picnic 
spots were visited, the resorts around the bay 
swarmed with visitors; road, rail, and tram 
routes bore steady witness of the eagernes» 
for change of scene, even the briefest. 

A new wave of popularity has come to the 
Lucan tram in response to the management's 
energetic policy of catering for the public by 
an improved service. The holiday traffic on 
that route to one of Dublin’s best picnic 
places has been such as to show plainly that 
the extension of the service has won favour. 


BELFAST. 


Glorious weather favoured the holiday in 
Belfast. Full advantage was taken of the

AMERICAN COASTGUARDS’ 


NEW TACTICS. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

The New. York Coastguard Department is 
elaborating a scheme which its new chief, 
Captain William V. E. Jacobs, predicts will 
wipe “rum row” off the nautical map. 
Captain Jacobs expects to have a fleet of 
sixty-five anti-smuggling boats at his com- 
mand within the next two months. 

The plan simply consists of putting each 
boat of the ‘‘rum fleet ” under the: sur- 
veillance of a coastguard craft, and EA. 
it there “every minute of every day an 
every night.” Vessels flying a foreign flag 
may not be boarded and searched beyond the 
three-mile limit, but they may be shadowed 
pitilessly, and prevented from discharging or 
receiving cargo. 

“It's a matter of stopping the illicit 
trade at its source,” declares Captain Jacobs. 
“ Whiskey* which a ‘rum ship’ cannot get 
rid of is of little value to the owner, and we 
aro going to make it our business to be on 
hand at all times and see that they don’t get 
rid of it. 

‘‘Our boats will anchor alongside members 
of the ‘rum row’ fleet, and if one of them 
moves a coastguard shadow will move with 
it. There will be no slipping away under 
cover of darkness, for our searchlights will 
be on them always. 

‘* Supply boats will bring our men food and 
water from the shore, but any craft approach- 
ing a ‘rum ship’ for the same purpose will 
be seized for attempting to trade with a 
foreign vessel.’’

Professor R. A. 8S. Macalister, Litt.D., 
'D.D., in his latest article from Jerusalem, 
ns pór in to-day's Daily Telegraph, on 

excavation. of the City of David, an- 

nounces another discovery of great topo- 

paren and historical importance which, 

says, carries back the’ history of the city 

in all probability at least five. hundred pá 

behind the fu t point that has hitherto 
been attained. 

“The excavation,” he writes, “ has no 
revealed the section oí a great trench sun 
in the rock, 8ít. in depth and about 11ft. in 
breadth. Only on the north side was Jeru- 
salem oaieeeiiit to the assaults of primitive 
warfare. steep. valleys east and west of 
the ridge protected it effectively, and the 
inhabitants acknowledged the protection thus 
afforded them by endeavouring to cut an 
artificial valley on the north side. This is 
our reading of the entirely unexpected dis- 
covery with which we have been favoured. 
“This trench is older than the Jebusite 
wall that we have found, for the wall crosses 
it at right angles, and is, moreover, founded 
ou earth that fills it up. When the trench 
had passed out of use as an element in the 
city’s defences it was allowed to fill with silt 
and rubbish. In the earth which it contains 
countless broken potsherds were discovered— 
all uniformly belonging to the middle bronze 
age, say about 1,500 B.C. 

“This gives us a date at which the 
trench had ceased to be effective. We 
can hardly allow less than 500 years as the 
term of usefulness of a work so extensive; we 
thus arrive at 2000 B.C. as the very latest 
date which can be assigned to it. In all pro- 
bability it is much Ia. and, personally, I 
should scarcely hesitate to assign a date nearer 

3000 B.C.’ 

Professor Macalister refers to what he be- 
lieves to be the actual discovery of a Jebusite 
sanctuary in the rock surface of the trench, 
and here are some “cupmarks ” on an area 
about thirty feet square. These were, no” 
doubt, made for an industrial purpose, such 
as the pressing of olives or grapes, or the 
watering of cattle. The discovery of this cult 
site is not the least important that has been 
made. It is certainly by far the oldest known 
“holy place ' in Jerusalem, no small distinc- 
tion in this “ City of Sanctuaries.” 

JEBUSITE CITY WALL. 

Referting to the workings inside the 
** earliest. wall,” Professor Macalister says: 
“If anything was wanted to confirm the iden- 
tification which we have always maintained 
of this wall as being the Jebusite city wall it 
would be supplied by the nature of the debris 
unearthed. We find ourselves at once in- 
volved in early house foundations, not in ex- 
tra-mural rubbish heaps. The results of the 
digging in this last pit remove the last shred 
of doubt that we have penetrated into the city 
of Melchizedek or Abdi Khiba and of Adoni- 


zedek. 
A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


“The stratification is excessively compli- 
cated. lt is the most difficult tangle of 
ancient walls that I ever attempted to unwind. 
Just under the surface were the remains of a 
medieval Arab—or Crusader—settlement, in- 
cluding a very curious street of shops with 

lastered walls and floors. When these had 
bas planned and removed we found ourselves 
confronted with the foundation of a square 
tower, which seemed to have no assignable 


purpose. 
| It is at the other side of the field over- 
hanging the Kidron Valley that the next im- 
portant discovery has been made. This is a 
gigantic bastion or glacis, of which some 
sixteen courses have been unearthed. It is 
still descending, and what wil] be its size 
when it is entirely uncovered cannot yet be 
guessed. Unquestionably, this is part of. a 
great city wall previously undiscovered. 

The field south has » B been entered by 
the excavation, and already about half of its 
area has been cleared of rock. There have 
been found house walls of Arab, Byzantine, 
Roman and Herodian date. Everything earlier 
than Herodian ‘has been cleared away by 
later builders, but some very ancient pottery 
in the layer of earth immediately over the 
rock remains to testify to an occupation 
almost from the beginning of traceable human 
remains in Southern Palestine. 

One discovery of importance in this new 
field has to be chronicled—that of a very 
early ““cult ” site, similar to the sanctuary 
which was found on the rock south of the 
fortification trench.

STORIES OF SECRET DRILLING.

A charge of treason has been lodged against 
the responsible editor of the Hote Fahne, 
the organ of the German Communist Party, 
on account of a news paragraph which he 
permitted to be published, describing secret 
military preparations in Pomerania. In this 
paragraph it was asserted that all the young 
men living on the estate of Jagow, near 
Lippehne, had assembled on March 25th to 
receive musketry and machine gun instructions 
from a lieutenant and twenty soldiers of the 
Reichswehr.

REPARATIONS PROBLEM. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
Experts’ reports, which are now officially, in 
the hands of the Governments concerned, 
observes :--The general attitude of the chief 
Governments concerned “is favourable. It is 
recognised on all hands that the reports con- 
stitute a new and hopeful starting point for 
discussion and for practical work on the re- 
parations problem. There is not a Govern- 
ment in Europe that will assume the responsi- 
bility of rejecting conclusions backed by such 
a weight of ir “a authority, and unani- 
mously asserted by. an unusually wide range 
of international opinion. Liga Sar: 

These reports dominate the situation. 
They are a standard of reference and a point 
of departure. They are on record, and there 
is no escaping them. They are the significant 
event that must” determine a whole series of 
events. A new phase of the reparations 
problem, a phase distinct from al] that pre- 
ceded it, has now begun. The Governments 
have a clear line laid down for them, a fresh 
opportunity for fruitful co-operation for the 
common welfare of the European nations, 
The successive decisions of the Governments 
on the Experts’ reports oy make the state 
of Europe during the next few months either 
definitely better or very much worse than it 
is at the present moment, There is reason, 
we believe, to be hopeful. 

The British Government have taken the 
right line in declaring that the Experts’ 
reports must be accepted as a whole. The 
success of the Experts’ scheme depends on the 
readiness of all concerned to make sacrifices. 
This country is prepared, and has long been 
prepared to sacrifice certain hopes and 
interests of its own in the general interest otf 
European peace. Corresponding sacrifices may 
be expected from others. We do not intend 
to be left alone to pay reparations. There 
was a Bonar Law scheme. It is gone. The 
Experts’ scheme now dominates the field. It 
may be a final test of European wisdom.

SOVIET LEADERS’ ALARM. 


The Times Correspondent at Riga, in a mes- 
sage yesterday, states :—News which is filter- 
ing through in a steadily-increasing quantity 
from trustworthy sources in all parts ol 
Russia indicates that the growing influence of 
the extreme Communists is finding expression 
in a renewal-of terrorism in many parts of 
Russia and the Allied Soviet Kepublics. 

Until quite recently this gradual return to 
more militant methods took the form chietly of 
the imprisonment or banishment and con- 
fiscation of the belongings of persons whom 
the extremists did not like, under the cloak of 
a ‘campaign against “ parasitic, non-prole- 
tarian elements, ' particularly small private 
traders, operating under the new economic 
policy, who were considered to be becoming 
too “uppish,’” But the general spirit of 
unrest became more apparent after the quarrels 
within the Communist Party last December 
and January, and even this extremely elastic 
cloak became inadequate. Perpetual indus- 
trial crises caused widespread unemployment 
and discontent among the workers of 
nationalised enterprises, one of the principal 
complaints being the non-payment of wages. 

The Government foments strikes among the 
workers in private undertakings, and the 
Press advertises these strikes widely, the idea 
being to draw a contrast and convince the 
State workers that they are better off than 
their fellows in private employment. But 
these efforts are generally unsuccessful, and 
the Government now relies wholly on the 
extraordinary powers recently granted to the 
0.G.P.U. (the State Political Department for 
the suppression of ‘‘ counter-revolution’’), 
and directed chiefly against industrial workers 
with ‘‘ counter-revolutionary tendencies.”’

WORKERS’ DEMAND,

ANNUAL MEETING AT 
WATERFORD. 
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From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Monday. 

The twenty-second annual general delegate 
meeting of the Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks was opened in the Town 
Hall, Waterford, this morning. The delegates 
from branches all over the thirty-two counties 
represented a membership of 8,654, an in- 
crease of 1,235 from 1922. 

Dr. V. J. White, Mayor of Waterford, 
officially welcomed the delegates to the city. 
PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

Miss C. Cahalan, President of the organisa- 
tion, proposed the adoption of the report of 
the Executive ‘Committee for the year 1925, 
which has been published already. The year 
under review had, she said, seen a general 
onslaught on the class peoples of the world. 
During the Great War the workers of all 
countries came into some importance, and they 
were given a sop to — them up, to coax 
them and to bribe them to help the big 
financiers to carry on the war. When the 
Great War was over there was started a new 
war, with the object of driving the working 
people back to the conditions of life before 

1914. 

The year 1923 saw the concentration of that 
attack in Dublin, in Cork, in Waterford, and 
several small towns in the West; but in every 
instance the members of the union made a 
heroic fight against terrific odds. Thanks to 
the loyalty and enthusiasm of the organised 
workers, the employing classes got very little 
out of the attack. In Waterford an ugly 
situation had been created because a section 
of their members had allowed themselves to 
be seduced from their allegiance. They had 
betrayed their comrades, but she hoped that 
their betrayal would be forgiven. In repelling 
the attack the Executive Committee had spent 
more than their income; but she, for one, did 
not believe that a trade union existed for the 
pilmg up of funds in a bank, but rather for 


já 


the protection of its members regardless of 
the cost. The financial side of a union wzus 
not the most important, although that opinion 
seemed to be gaining ground in some unions. 
In spite of some improvement in their condi- 
tions, they were still wage slaves. The trade 
union movement was not the end, but the 
means to the end that they all desired— 
namely, the complete abolition of the 
capitalist system. (Applause.)

to eat. Ireland was too small a country to 
support a class of parasites not working for 
what they eat. In the Distributive Workers’ 
Union they suffered from such a class of 
parasites fastened on their backs and spending 
the profits of their labour. If the workers 
wanted to secure some of the comfort, the joy 
and the colour cf life they had to go out on 
the street on strike for months. That was a 
state of affairs that they had got to make up 
their minds to abolish. (Applause.) How 
were they going to do it? First of all by 
being absolutely loyal to the ideals behind the 
Labour movement. The way to achieve that 
was by loyalty to each one’s individual union. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, Cork, who seconded the 
adoption of the annual report, stated that the 
fight put up by their members in Cork had 
saved the whole trade union movement in 
Ireland from complete annihilation. 
(Applause. ) ; 

THE DUBLIN SETTLEMENT. 

Mr. Muneavon, Dublin, in supporting the 
motion, spoke of the negotiations with the 
Dublin Merchant Drapers’ Association, which 
resulted in a reduction in the proposed 
“cut” and the, stabilisation of waces 
until January next. The Executive Committee 
had by those negotiations saved the union 
£6,000 or £7,000 without one em ‘»yé having 
to go. out on the street. The Duviin settle- 
ment reacted favourably on the whole men- 
tality of the country. 

Mr. Flanagan, President of the Limerick 
branch, said that he hoped that steps would 
be taken by the union to get ow a “black 
list ” of those in Waterford who had let them 
down in the recent dispute. 

The report was adopted, and a special vote 
of thanks w.s extended to the General Secre- 
tary, Mr. L. J. Duffy, for the excellent man- 
ner in which the year’s record of the union’s 
activities had been set out. 

In reply, Mr. Duffy stated that theirs was 
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the only tra'e union in Ireland, England or 
Scotland that had increased its membership 
in the year 1923. Their expenditure for the 
year had been phenomenal, but the income had 
also been phenomenal. 

THE POSITION IN WATERFORD. 

Report; on the state of the branches were 
submitted. A considerable time was occupied 
In a discr “n on the r -sition in Waterford, 
where there was what was described as a 
schism in the affairs of the local branch. 

The General Secretarv. in the course of 
his description of the efforts of the Executive 
to improve the union in Waterford, stated 
that all the trouble was causedyby some of 
the staff of one firm. 

Later on he remarzed, amid applause, that 
a staff that had not got the patience to wait 
for their ~rievance to be investigated could 
not be relied upon for a fight against the em- 
ployers. 

The attitude of the Executive with regard to 
the Waterford trouble was approved by the 
meeting, 

ORGANISERS’ REPORTS. 

Reports submitted by the organisers of the 
different districts contained some information 
of general interest. A fairly frequent refer- 
ence, was made to the dulness of business in 
most ee re towns. Of Templemore it was 
stated : “It may be said to be non-existant; as 
a matter of fact, the place looks derelict. 
There are not a dozen assistants employed in 
the town.” The same organiser reported that 
“dressmakin~ is practically non-existant in the 
small country towns. ’ 

he organiser of the Western area described 
Sligo as a town with no trade union spirit, 
because the workers there do not believe in 
paying union contributions. 

t was reported that in Cork City there are 
over one hundred shop assistants still out of 
employment because of the burnings in 1920 

Dealing with Enniscorthy, Mr. Larkin, or- 
ganiser for the South-East, said that the Exe- 
ecutive had experienced great difficulty in 
that town. For seven months the Commit- 
tee had to meet demands for a strike, but in 
the end they succeeded in get‘..g those who 
were pressing for a strike off without any re- 
duction in their wages. Most of those affected

Union. 

A FORTY-FOUR HOUR WEEK. 

Resolutions were passed demanding, among 
other things, the placing of the administra- 
tion of the Shops Act in the hands of a 
central authority, the licensing of all shops 
and factories, and the extension to the distri- 
butive trades of the system of Trade Boards. 

One resolution expressed the opinion that 
any future legislation in connection with shop 
life should provide mimimum rates of pay for 
all shop and office employés, with a forty-four 
hours work per week, and annual holidays on 
full pay of not less than eighteen working 
days.

INGRATITUDE. 


NO RECOGNITION OF 
GIRLS’ PLUCK. 


The murder at the sub-post office at Hop- 
wood street, Liverpool, was discussed at the 
Conference of the National Federation of Sub- 
Postmasters at York yesterday. 

Mr. White (Liverpool) asked whether any 
further action had been taken by the Depart- 
ment in reference to the recognition of the 
bravery of the two girl assistants at the sub- 
office. when a son of the sub-postmistress, 
lirs. Lovelady, was murdered. He detailed 
the circumstances of the case, and said that 
the boy ran out to defend his sister when two 
men were attempting to rob the office. One of 
the girls held on to the money; the other ran 
up the telephone, while the boy went to tackle 
the men and was shot. 

No acknowledgement had been made by the 
Department of the assistants’ action in saving 
the money of the Department, but the De- 
partment resolved to make an acknowledge- 
ment to Mrs, Lovelady of £34 for the funeral 
expenses of her son, without further respon- 
sibility. If such a case had arisen in a private 
firm, Mrs. Lovelady would have been treated 
in a more generous fashion. If that wag the 
attitude of the Department, the question arose 
whether it was worth while for anyone in the 
Post Office to defend them in such circum: 
stances. Words failed him to describe the at- 
titude of the "Department in the matter. 

Mr. Stuart Bunning (Secretary) said that he 
couid not understand the attitude of the Post 
Office. The Federation had made representa- 
tions on the matter some time ago, and were 
still awaiting a reply. They were not out so 
much for a money acknowledgement as recog- 
nition; and what astonished him most of all 
was the perfunctory way in which the brave 
of those two young women had been regarded. 
No official acknowledgement of any kind had 
been given to them. The Federation intended 
to carry it further. 

After some discussion, a resolution was car- 
ried recording the Federation's appreciation of 
the bravery of the two girls, protesting 
against the attitude of the Department in the 
case, 3 
Resolutions were also passed, directing the 
Executive to press for the recognition of 
claims for improved conditions in the ser- 
vice, and for sub-offices to share in the service 
increments.

At a Sinn Fein demonstration on Sunday 
at Enniscorthy, Dr. Ryan, D. (Wex- 
ford), said that the men at present in the 
custody of the Free State Government were 
prisoners because they wanted to follow the 
footsteps of Pearse, who founded the Irish 
Republic. He expressed the opinion that the 
people were quickly turning back to the Re- 
publican Party, and would elect that party by 
a Jarge majority at the next election. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington said that they 
hoped at the next election to have Kevin 
O'Higgins and his friends on the run. It 
was significant that only the Republican 
Party now honoured Easter week. The Free 
State Treaty must be torn in scraps and flung 
back in the face of England. he Govern- 
ment. were becoming afraid of by-elections, 
and had nothing to say now to the will of the 
people, because it was going against them. 
She prophesied that Sinn Fein would soon 
repeat its electoral victory of 1918. 

The demonstration was largely attended. 

MEETING IN WICKLOW. 

A demonstration held in Wicklow was at- 
tended by large contingents from the different 
Sinn Fein Clubs in the county, headed by the 
Wicklow Irish National Foresters brass band 
and the Arklow fife and drum band. The 
meeting was addressed by Messrs. L. Casey, 
David Ceannt, T.D., and several others.

A great 
many of his friends, who had watched events 
from day to day «1d hour to hour, knew just 
as well as he did that they did their best, and 
that, on the whole, they had been justified in 
what they did. 


“THE PARTY'S ACHIEVEMENT. 

Was the party better to-day? Wasit bigger’ 
Did the party get more opportunities? Had 
the party a better platform and more 
friends in April, 1924, than it had in Decem- 
ber, 1923? (Cheers.) They might have made 
mistakes, but the great thing that they had to 
do wag so to impress, not only public opinion 
in this country, but the public opinion of the 
whole world, that the Labour Government 
was not only a practicable thing, but that it 
was a good thing. If they did that, then two 
essential conditions of things had been laid. 

“Do not believe’ rumour,’ continued Mr. 
Macdonald. ‘‘Rumonur is an awful jade. 
(Laughter.) She has an awful tongue, and 
she not very much brain to control that 
tongue. .She just opens her mouth and gays 
the first thing that comes into her head.

That is one of the differ- 
ences between this Government and other Go- 
vernments. (Cheers.) We inquire in order 
that we may know accurately, and as soon as 
we know accurately, then we plank down our 
oe as the result of our knowledge. 
That is what we want so far as the miners 
are concerned. (Cheers.) I am doing this 
bit of service to you who will form Cabinets 
later on. (Laughter.) None of you will, 
now have the same justification for making 
mistakes as I had in January.” (Laughter 
and cheers.)

De ting the s ion that because he 
and his colleagues ey ga into places of re- 
sponsibility that somehow or other the human 
centact and domestic friendliness that used 
to be had gone, the Prime Minister said that 
th .t was nonsense and humbug, and was un- 
true.

THE SOUTH-WEST AFRICAN 


PROTECTORATE. 


. BERLIN, Monday. 

Apri] 24 marks an important event in the 
history of Germany aé a Colonial Power. It 
is the fortieth anniversary of the date when 
Bismarck sent a telegram to the German 
Consul at Cape Town, advising him that the 
land acquired in South-West Africa by the 
German merchant, Luederita, had been placed 
under the protectorate of the German Empire, 
which thus obtained its first Colonial posses- 
sion in Africa. The auniversary will be cele- 
brated by various Colonial societies in Ger- 
many, and a propaganda campaign will be 
inaugurated in an effort to revive the Colonial 
spirit, and to destroy the “'legend ” of Ger- 
many’s incapacity as a Colonial Power. 
Although the Government will not participate 
officially in the celebration, it is expected .o 
encourage it privately. 

As a proof that the natives have benefited 
under German rule, the story is being circu- 
lated by the Colonial propagandists that a 
British attempt in East Africa to organise a 

lebiscite in favour of British domination 
ad been cancelled owing to the discovery 
that the majority of the native population 
would have voted for Germany. Stress is 
also — oe on the fact that Germany must 
have Colonies again in order to be able to 
dispose of her surplus population, 


SYRIAN FRONTIER

FRENCH LOSSES IN MEN AND 
GUNS. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sunday. 

Further raiding on the Syrian frontier is re- 
ported by the Adana Correspondent of the 
Aksham. In an encounter near Kirik 
(28 miles from Alexandretta, on the main 
road to Aleppo, and 22 miles on the Syrian 
side of the frontier), it is said that the 
French lost three machine guns, 15 rifles, and 
other small arms and ammunition.

- BAGHDAD.

BAGHDAD, Monday, 1 a.m, 

Squadron Leader McLaren landed here on 
his Vickers-Napier Vulture a few minutes 
before six o'clock on Sunday evening.

Squadron Leader Harris, 
commanding one of the squadrons here, and 
who last saw McLaren as a school-mate aged 
eight, acted as host to Squadron Leader 
McLaren last night. 


4 a.m. 

Squadron Leader McLaren starts for Basra 
at seven o'clock this morning, and thus he 
hopes to make up previous delays. The early 
morning start is also designed to avoid sand- 
storms. 

If he arrives at Basra at 11 o'clock, accord- 
ing to schedule, he will proceed, after only a 
short delay for replenishing his oil tanks and 
partaking of a little refreshment, for Bushire.

BROADCASTING IN NORTHERN 


IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—I have received several complaints of 
late that would-be owners of wireless receiving 
sets are being refused a ‘licence because they 
reside in certain districts. In every case the 
applicant has furnished excellent references, 
but the reply has been the same: ‘“We regret we 
are-unable to grant a licence.” This caution 
on the part of the authorities was, no doubt, 
‘ustified about two or three years ago; but 
surely we are at peace with each other now, 
and a foolish regulation like this does not 
tend to create good feeling between the 
Powers and the public. 

The very fact that a man applies for a 
licence shows that he has no ulterior motive. 
Surely it is far better for the acthorities to 
grant the permit and know where the in- 
stallation is situated than to refuse it and 
leave a man to use a concealed receiver. One 
notices that, while certain people are being 
refused under this antiquated order, others 
are being granted a licence to which they are 
not entitled. Í mean the experimental licence. 

An applicant for an experimental licence 
has to state that he is supposed to be con- 
templating some definite line of research. At 
one time he had to show that he was qualified 
to hold such a permit, either by producing 
certificates to that effect or by undergoing a 
test. As things stand at present, at least in 
Belfast, it is the easiest form of licence to 
obtain. The result is that a man who can 
hardly distinguish. between a valve and a 
crystal receives permission to make himself a 
nuisance to all aréund him, in spite of the 
fact that we have a police wireless service 
which could’ be seriously affected by the 
operation of receivers by incompetent people. 

Why should .not every applicant for an ex- 
perimental licence be given a test to ascertain 
that he knows the elements of handling a set? 
Perhaps, this letter will come to the notice of 
someone in authority, who will see if there is 
any need for this regulation to be kept in 
operation.—Yours, etc., “ Sratic.”

FRENCHMAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


Following his dramatic arrest late on Satur- 
day night in connection with the sudden death 
of Mr. Alfred George Poynter Jones, licensee 
of the Blue Anchor Hotel, Byfleet, near 
Woking, on March 29th, the Frenchman, 
Jean Pierre Vaquier, was brought up at the 
Woking Police Court yesterday on a charge 
of wilful murder. 

Mr. Jones died very suddenly after drinking 
health salts in the bar parlour of the hotel. 
At the time of the death Vaquier was staying 
at the Blue Ancher Hotel, but since the 
death he has been residing at the Railway 
Hotel, Byfleet. It was here that the arrest 
was made on Saturday night. 

He was in the coffee-room of the hotel 
listening to music being played by a woman 
guest, when Superintendent Boshier, who has 
been in charge of the inquiry, approached 
him and escorted him to the police station, 
where, he was formally charged just before 
midnight. i : 

Yesterday's proceedmgs were brief. The 
magistrate was Mr. Alíred Brown, Chairman 
of the Woking Bench, and Mr. Harry Hunt, 
a local solicitor, represented the accused. 

The prisongr was charged—‘* That on the 
29th March,eat Byfleet, he did feloniously 
kill and muréer Alfred George Poynter Jones 
by administering poison—to wit, strychnine.’ 

Superintendent Boshier, addressing the 
Court, said that he did not propose to offer 
any evidence that morning, and asked that 
the accused should’ be remanded for a week.
